Governor J. Frank Hanley issued an 
order taking cognizance of a vacancy 
in the office of the auditor of state, 
at the same time appointing Warren 
Piglet of Wabash 
to succeed David 
Sherrick, who was in effect summarily 
removed. 
Later in the day Sherrick 
forwarded his resignation to the gov­ 
ernor. which was Immediately accept­ 
ed. 
Upon receipt of Mr. Bigler’s ac­ 
ceptance he was notified to arrange 
for his bond as soon as possible in or­ 
der that he might take charge of the 
office at once. 
This was done and Mr. 
Bigler will become auditor of stare 
during tin morning. 
in the order which resulted in the 
virtual removal of Sherrick, Governor 
Hanley charged that the auditor had 
been guilty of a “plain and inexcus­ 
able violation of the law ami a gross 
betrayal of a public trust,” in invest­ 
ing and loaning funds belonging to the 
crab* to the amount of $145,oho. 
This 
sum the governor alleges was misused, 
having been invested for private pur­ 
poses. 
In a formal statement issued rela­ 
tive to the matter, rite governor says 
lie has been investigating the condi­ 
tions in the auditor’s office since the 
last 
of August, having 
received in­ 
formation that Sherrick had not made 
the July settlement 
for tho 
state’s 
funds, which had accumulated from 
Jan. I to July I, 1905. 
He immediate­ 
ly asked for a settlement, which was 
made.

In 
addition to this amount the auditor in 
his statement 
to the governor 
ad­ 
mitted 
that 
he was 
at that 
time 
chargeable with state funds paid in 
since the July settlement, amounting 
to $14 5,197.80,

schedule enumerating the assets he 
had to meet this amount, which he 
owed to the state. 
These items included notes, stocks 
end securities 
amounting 
to $152,- 
883.33, of which, according to the gov­ 
ernor's letter, only $37,355.01 
could 
be realized on. 
At the time that his analysis of the 
assets 
submitted 
by Sherrick 
w as 
made, the governor formally requested 
Sherrick to resign. 
The governor requested that Sher- 
riok turn over to John E. Reed, the 
settlement clerk in the auditor’s of­ 
fice. the securities 
enumerated, and 
this w a r done. 
The governor also de­ 
manded that settlement to the extent 
of $145,197.80 be made with the state. 
No arrests have been made, but at 
a conference between Governor Han­ 
ley and Charles Benedict, prosecuting 
attorney for Marion county, the chief 
executive laid before the prosecuting 
attorney certain evidence bearing on 
the case. 
A warrant has been issued for Mr. 
Sherrick on the charge of embezzle­ 
ment.

Schools 


County Superintendent of schools J . 
A. Wilson has just completed and sent 
to the state department of public 
in­ 
struction his county report for the 
school year ending Ju ly 31, IWX). 
fro m 
it are gleaned the 
interesting facts: 
There are 92 rural school districts now 
in successful operation, requiring 
a 
force of 12 men and SO women, as teach­ 
ers. 
There were enrolled in the whole 
county 
1,007 pupils, of which tho city 
of 
Brainerd 
furnished 2,291 and the 
rural schools 2,313. 
In the city 2.092 pupils were entitled 
to state apportionment while in the 92 
rural schools 1,802 were so entitled. 
The entire county paid out for educa 
tional purposes 8 i8,337.21, of which sum 
the city paid £31,837.05. 
The average 
rate of taxation for 
rural schools for 
school purposes were 11.03 mills. 
The 
lowest rate paid was in 
District No. 30, 
known as the G ild ar school where a 
rate of 2 1, mills paid for a seven month s 
school. 
The highest rate was 25 mills. 
Bl of the 92 districts furnish free text 
books at an average cost of 35 cents per 


pupil. 
The average annual cost of schooling 
per pupil was 811.35. 
This gave each 
pupil an average of SO days attendance 


at school. 
M uch money is lost to the county by 
the failure of parents to send their 
children the 
IO days required to secure 
*tato apportionment. 
Twenty-three of the teachers employ­ 
ed were high school graduates and five 
graduates of normal schools. 
Twelve new school hou.-es were built 
at a total cost of £9.325. 
Thirteen rural 
schools have libraries having a total of 
IM>3 volumes. 
Lady teacher- were paid an average 
of £35 a month, an increase of £2 a 
month over the preceding year. 
This 
is an encouraging feature because bet­ 
ter pay means better teachers. 
Supt. Wilson says a discouraging feat­ 
ure is that so many girls quit attending 
sch o o l on completion of the 8th 
grade 
and seek to become 
teacher- in our 
rural schools and are most persistent in 
pushing their search for schools. 
The 
county superintendent is seeking to 
stem this unfortunate tide of affairs by 
cutting out as far as possible third grade 
certificates. 
The people of many of the districts 
are taking pride in improving the school 
grounds but there is much room for im­ 
provement along this line.
